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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections -35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 6-10 are drawn to functional descriptive 
material NOT claimed as residing on a computer readable medium. 

Claims 6-10, while defining a program product, do not define a "computer- 
readable medium" and is thus non-statutory for that reasons. A program product can 
range from paper on which the program is written, to a program simply contemplated 
and memorized by a person. The examiner suggests amending the claim to embody a 
"computer-readable medium" for storing the program in order to make the claim 
statutory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0078160 to Kemp et al. 

Regarding claims 1 , 6, and 1 1 , Kemp discloses a method, program, and system 
of managing workflow in a commercial printing environment including a designer 
location and a print service provider location, said method comprising: creating a press 
ready file at the designer location using updated device configuration information from 
the print service provider location (see Figs. 3 and 4 and paragraphs 36, 43, 48, 52-58, 
60-62, 69, and 84-87), submitting said press ready file to the print service provider 
location via an electronic network (see Figs. 4 and 10 and paragraphs 52-58 and 84- 
87), verifying, at said print service provider location, that said press ready file will print at 
said print service provider location as designed at the designer location and, if not, 
correcting said press ready file to ensure printing substantially as designed (see 
paragraphs 84-87), and performing automated printing on a digital printer using, if 
created, said corrected press ready file, else using said verified press ready file (see 
paragraphs 40-41 and 64). 

Regarding claims 2 and 7, Kemp further discloses wherein said step of verifying, 
at said print service provider location, further comprises performing automated remote 
printing setup (see paragraphs 84-87). 

Regarding claims 3 and 8, Kemp further discloses wherein said step of 
automated printing is performed and wherein an automated printing device is used to 
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create said printed output in accordance with printing instructions in said press ready file 
(see paragraphs 48, 52-58, 69-72, and 85-87). 

Regarding claims 4 and 9, Kemp further discloses wherein said step of correcting 
includes reading printing instructions prepared at the designer location and preparing 
appropriate corresponding instructions for an actual printing device to be used at the 
print service provider location (see paragraph 84). 

Regarding claims 5 and 10, Kemp further discloses wherein said step of 
correcting further comprising updating a job ticket corresponding to said press ready file 
(see paragraphs 69 and 84-85).
